Tomorrow afternoon at 2:30 o ’clock 
the farmers and others who are inter­ 
ested in .the peanut industry, will 
come together in the district court­ 
room for the purpose of discussing 
this g r e a t question and make p re p a ra ­ 
tions to carry on the movement in a 
profitable manner. A large crowd is 
expected and the result ot this meet­ 
ing will have far-reaching effects up­ 


o n the commercial interests of town 
and county.

Washington.—How happy must have 
been the lot of the prehistoric man. 
How fateful the moment when he 
herded his wife an i children in their 
cave, “barre l the door. and sharpened 
his stone ax to resist the attack of that 
pretty creature weighing some 1.5,000 
pounds, the stegosaurus, or plated liz­ 
ard, which, luckily, exists now only in 
fragments in deep-burled fossils. 
The Smithsonian institution, which 
takes the deepest delight in fossils, 
has been studying the stegosaurus and 
restoring it to its pristine state of 
bever*] hundred millions of years agy, 
so that one returning home with aa 
imagination too vivid may see it walk 
iug down Pennsylvania avenue 
“Investigations 
conducted 
by 
the 
section cf fossil reptiles of the Na­ 
tional museum concerning the giant 
fossil reptile known as the stegosau­ 
rus. or plated lizard, reveal ii any in­ 
teresting facts hitherto unestablished 
definitely,'’ according to a statement 
issued by the Smithsonian institution 
“It is now known that two rows ot 
great dermal armor plates along the 
monster's hack alternated like cross­ 
cut saw teeth a n i were not paired; 
that the largest one was above the 
base of the tail and not over the hips. 
as previously supposed; that there 
were only IS of these plates; that 
there were but four sharp spines near 
the end of its tail, and many other 
important details relating to the gen­ 
eral appearance of this great reptile 
which lived about eight million years 
ago and weighed nearly fifteen thou­ 
sand pounds." 
In 
a 
recent 
publication 
by 
Dr. 
Charles W. (Iii nore. assistant curator, 
it is stated that there were reproduced 
ten pictures of restorations of thy 
stegosaurus as depicted by various au­ 
thorities between the years 1S91 and 
1912. 
They show a variety and are 
of interest as exhibiting tho diverse 
opinions held regarding its probable 
appearance in the flesh, and especially 
as to the arrangement of the skin or 
dermal armor, which forms such a 
conspicuous feature of the external an­ 
atomy of this curious reptile. 
In view 
of this, Mr. Gilmore prepared a model 
of the stegosaurus one twelfth of the 
linear dimensions of the type-speci- 
men now on exhibition in the museum 
and issued another pamphlet describ­ 
ing It. 
In general appearance this rather 
early reptile was a monster standing 
nearly nine feet high at his hips, and 
about fifteen feet long. 
He probably 
was covered with a tough, hornlike 
hide, re-enforced on the top and sides 
of its head and neck with bony knobs 
which were in effect not unlike armor 
plate, or. at lc*ast, rivet heads. 
Ex­ 
tending from Its small, lizardlike head 
along its back and well toward Its 
long, tapering tail were great sharp- 
edged plates arranged alternately In 
a double row. Its legs and feet were 
similar to those of the alligators and 
crocodiles of our age, but the forelegs 
were much smaller and weaker than 
tho hind ones, due to its heritage from 
some ancestor who walked on its hind 
legs. It seems to have possessed very 
little brain, and it may have been for 
this., reason that it was so well protect­ 
ed by armor.

IRON JEWELRY NO NOVELTY 


Patriotic Prussian Woman Wore Such 
Ornaments With Pride More 
T h a n a Century Ago. 


Many months ago. almost from th® . 
beginning of the war. we were told 
that German women, following the ex- j 
ample of their great-grandmothers, ; 
voluntarily gave up their gold rings, j 
necklets, earrings,, bracelets and orua- I 
ments of every description, 
to be I 
made or coined into money for the j 
national need. 
Whatever truth there may be in this , 
story, there is no doubt that many ; 
German women have been presented 
by the government with iron rings to 
replace the gold ones they have parted 
with 
But that happened a century ago 
Then Prussia, crushed by Napoleon, 
and bankrupt, was in dire need of 
money, and the Prussian women gave 
up all their jewels and ornaments to 
help cope w ith the prevailing poverty. 
And out of this sacrifice a new indus­ 
try arose. 
This was nothing less than the man­ 
ufacture of cast-iron Jewelry to replace 
th** gold and silver ornaments which 
the great ladies of the kingdom had 
given up. 
At first sight no material 
would seem less promising as a sub­ 
stitute for the precious metals than 
iron. 
It was entirely owing to the 
wonderful craftsmanship of the iron­ 
workers that the results were so ex­ 
traordinary 
Strength, of course, would be a dis­ 
tinguishing mark of such jewelry, and 
a complete set of these iron orna­ 
ments, now in the possession of a To­ 
ronto (Canada) Jeweler, is as rigid 
and firm as on the day it was made. 
Tills particular set, comprising a pair 
of earrings, necklet, locket and brace­ 
lets, has not been looked after until 
lately. 
The ornaments have a wonderfully 
fragile appearance, due entirely to 
the 
exquisite 
workmanship. 
Their 
weight, too, i3 astonishingly small, the 
lightness of every article' being quite 
a feature of tho set. 


Curing the Drug Habit. 
The drug habit can be cured. 
At 
least, so say the authorities of the 
Philadelphia General hospital, after 
four months of experimentation w-ith 
the drug victims who sought its aid, 
after the enactment of the new anti­ 
drug law. Since March 1 the hospital 
has dealt with 250 of these unfortu­ 
nates, and. in every case the craving 
for the drug—-whether opium, cocaine, 
morphine, heroin or laudanum—was 
checked and broken.

came from dives and from homes; 
they were of all ages, and eighty of 
them were women. But they were all 
successfully treated. 
"The habit.” said the chief resident 
physician, “can be cured. The process 
is one of giving the victim a backbone. 
But right here is the crux of the whole 
matter—if a man doesn’t want to be 
cured, he can’t be cured.” 
It is a great and important m essage 
full of hope to drug victims every­ 
where and to those who love them and 
grieve to see them in the bonds of a

“There are 0.500.000 farmers a* the 
United States, the most of whom rais* 
something for the market,” days th* 
American Highway association. 
“They have been described by Dr. T 
N. Carver, the Harvard university ex 
pert in economics who was engaged 
last year by the department of agri­ 
culture to draw plans for the organ] 
zation of a rural community, as tem 
peramentally an independent, head 
strong, 
individualistic 
class, 
and 
therefore, difficult to organize. 
That 
they are 'difficult to organize’ is evi 
denoed by the fact that there arc 
2,000,000 miles of unimproved public 
roads in the United States over which 
they must haul their products to mar­ 
ket at a loss of approximately $300. 
000,000 every year, or about the total 
assessed value of property, real and 
personal, in South Carolina. That they 
are ‘independent’ of good roads to 
their own great loss is evidenced by 
the enormous waste of both money 
and muscle in trying to do business 
without good roads and their appar­ 
ent lack of interest iii compelling their 
1 representatives 
in 
legislatures 
and 
' congress to provide highways for their 
service, 
I 
“Good reads are equally necessary 
I to ‘both the production and distribu 
| lion of farm products.’ ‘They are pre 
requisite,’ says Mr. Houston, secre­ 
tary of agriculture, in his last annual 
report, ‘not only to economical produc­ 
tion and distribution, but to the pro 
motion of the broader life of commu­ 
nities. 
The great need, obviously, Is 
for roads which will get products from 
the farm to the nearest railway sta­ 
tion, enabling the farmer *o haul when 
he cannet sow or reap, and to haul ar 
a lower rate to transport his children 
to consolidated schools and to enjoy 
comfortably 
his social enterprises 
There can be indeed, no such tiling as 
! community life without good roads. To 
assure such life there must be ease of 
! communication 
and 
transportation, 
! and. as Doctor Carver expressed it. 
I ‘as the characteristic evils of urban 
life grow out of congestion, so do the 
characteristic evils of rural life grow 
j out of isolation. Except for a few rare 
souls, isolation means stagnation.’
